When the air passage becames clogged,
first remdive the stem, by menns of n gentla
twist, holding the bowl firmly with oue hand
and the stem with the other., Tuke a pipe-
olennor and push it gemtly through the bowl,
from which the stem has b removed, T1f
#uceessful in pulling the cleaner through, it
